Prof. Orlinsky has since edited a book explain- 
ing how the team has been coping with the problem, “Notes on the 
New Translation of the Torah” (Philadelphia, J.P.S., 280 pp., 86), 
which is diseussed here by MICHAEL FOX, Lecturer in Biblo at 
Halfa and Beersheba, Universities.

NOBODY LIKES 


A TRANSLAT! 


OBODY likes a translation. Bla- 

lik, sald that reading a poem 
in teauslation was Ike kissing a 
bride through a veil. Cervantes coni- 
pared ἃ to axcing oply the reverse 
of a tapestry. Dr. Johuson was not 
quite gure of the man who, ignorant 
of the original language, resorted 
to such things. The hoary Ltallan 
qin (“not a translator but a tra- 
ducer"), and the even older com- 
ment of St. Jerome ("Nor versiones 
sed erversiones"s) do not lend them- 
welves to uplimism on the potential 
of translation, 

Yet, how many have appreciated 
the “IMad" without knowing Greek, 
or innumerable poems, novels, pays 
or essays which stimulate a reader 
completely without comprehension 
of the original Janguage of the au- 
thor. It ig foolishly easy to scorn 
poetry translations, a bit harder to 
he diasatisied with prose. The fra- 
gillty of a poem is too casily shat- 
tered by a wrong sound while a 
novel can survive dozens of such 
errors. Aware of this, translations 
deluge the bookstores, presenting 
a myriad of works from all the 70 
kongues of man. The books under 
revlew serve as an inductive intro- 
duction to the modes ond menaces 
vf translation. 

With much of prose, the trans- 
lator (like the author) can easily 
reniain hidden behind the work it- 
self. The book alone carries the 
reader along without too much con- 
cern over mechanical accuracy of 
rendition. It ig difficult to fault the 
tficacy of Joyce’s “Ulysses” in 
Italian or of Camus in English. The 
problem which may arise in. clagal- 
tal prose works a8 to how to ren- 
der archaisms from, say, “T'ristam 
Shandy” Into contemporary Ger-

A QUARTER-century, however, is 
-* not too long to render a work 
useless. An example of this is 
Stuart Hood's 1047 translation of 
the 1989 novel “On the Marble 
Cliffs" (Auf den Marmorkiippen) by 
Ernst Juenger. Professor Stelner's 
recent introduction aids in supply- 
ing background and some explana- 
tlon of possibly confusing temporal 
factors {although who now is not 
aware of what wag happening in 
Europe and eapecially Germany in 
the late 19308?). The prose Is terse 
avd episodic, much lIlke the falry 
tale or allegory form which con- 
fuses few today due to its popula- 
rity as ἃ iterary style.

The story of Ludvik Jahn -is told 
in a series of first-person narratives 
related alternately by Jahn and 
some of his acquaintances.

‘Post-war univer- 
sity student Jahn sent his sullen- 
serlous girl friend a postcard awhile 
she was at the ‘State youth camp, 
reading, “Optimism is the oplum of 
the people!

his job) interviewed by the wife of 
the man who engineered his expul- 
sion, and deciding to seduce her in 
revenge. Unfortunately, she is divor- 
cing her husband, who lives with his 
mistress, and melodramatically 
decides to love Ludvik whether she 
likes him or not (her attempted 
suicide with what turns out to be 
laxatives ia hilarious), The author 18 
nowhere present, and thus the trans- 
lators remain hidden also. Even with 
the mild experiment of alternating 
narratives, each overlapping in time 
a bit, the novel is conservative and

In a review-article here on September 
24—"A ‘peculiar’ religion, a ‘peculiar’ 
people,” discussing “The Politics of 
Compromise: State and Religion in 
Israel” by ERVIN BIRNBAUM 
(Rutherford, New Jersey, Fairleigh 
Dickinson University Press), ZVI 
YARON (ZINGER) charged Dr. 
Birnbaum with treating the subject 
in a simplisticmanner by ignoring the 


special nature of Jewish nationality, 
religion, and history. Here, Dr. 
Birnbaum, Associate Professor of 
Government at the Queenborough 
College of the City University of 
New York, charges Mr, Yaron with 
quoting from the book out of context 
and in a distorted manner, and Mr.

It is strange that Alonl-Rubinatein-

tion in Israel.” In attacking us, 
Mr, Yaron generously allowé that 
on “pettifogging ia fortunately 
rellaved by a passionate belief in the 
freedom and dignity of the individ- 
ual." Yet, he turog around ard at- 
tacks the “simplistic” Dr, Blynbaum
